Therefore, this 
investigation, which began under IPRA, was transferred to COPA on September 15,2017, and the recommendation(s) 
set forth herein are the recommendation(s) of COPA.

SUMMARY OF EVIDENCE^ 


Officer Officer ^^^|were on routine patrol when they observed a man on the 

ground at 31 just west of Kedzie Avenue. As they approach, dispatch announces over the radio 
that a battery was in progress at that location. Officer’s ^^Band ^^^announce that they 
were in the area and would stay around to assist the responding officers. Officers ^^^|and 
^^^|exited their vehic le and approached Mr. ^^|^|who was on the ground bleeding from 
an injury. Mr. ^^^^^appeared to be under the influence of alcohol. Officer ^^|and 
were rendering aid when responding officers arrived, and an ambulance was called. 

Officer ^^^^ode inside the ambulance with Mr. ^^^^^|while Officer ^^^follows 
the ambulance in hi s assigned vehicle. Mr. f^^en to Mt. Sinai Hospital. Upon arrival 

at the hospital, Mr. ^^^^^was admitted, and Officer’s ^^^and ^^^|lefi. Hours later, 
dispatch announced over the radio that medical personnel at Mt. Sinai Hospital needs assistance 
to remove an irate person from the property. Officer’s ^^|and ^^^retum to the hospital 
and find several officers to include. Officer escorting Mr. ^^^^|out of 

the hospital. 


During their statement to COPA, Mr. 

made the above allegations. Officer ^^Bstated that afier Mr. ^^^^|was outside the 
hospital, he was belligerent and yelling that someone took his money. Officer ^^|stated that 
at no time did he search Mr^^^^^^|and has no idea how much if any monies Mr. 
had on his person. Officer ^^^stated at no time did Mr. ^^^^Bpersonally accuse him of 
taking his money while he was in his [Mr. ^^^^Ipresence. Ms. ^^^^^|recorded the 
incident on cell phone video.

Officer ^^^^^Istated that he was notified by dispatch to assist hospital personnel with 
removing an irate person fro m the prem ises. Upon arrival. Officer ^^^^|encountered a loud 
and irate Mr. ^^^^^|Mr. ^^^^|was being escorted out of the hospital by security 
personnel and other Chicago police officers. Officer ^^^^^|stated he was trying to calm Mr. 
^^^^Bdown to no avail. Officer ^^^^^stated at no time did he push Ms. ^^^^^|nor 
did he us e profanity at her or anyone else. Officer ^^^^^|stated that the women who were 
with Mr. ^^^^|t^d to get him to be quiet an d leave the area, but Mr. ^^^^|continued to 
yell. Officer ^^^^^|could not recall what Mr. ^^^^|was yelling about. Moments later.
